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A Gemeral Bankrupt Law for the United

Stiates.

The Oomstitulion of the United Statos em-
powers Oongross to pass uniform laws on the
subjeot of bankruptoies. This power has only
been twice exercised—once In 1500, when a
bankrupt law lhmited to fve years was pussed,
which was repealed before the expliration ol
the term, at the close of the year 1803 and
ngain in August, 1841, when a géneral insolvent
law was enacted, which wns so0 loose In its
provisions, and so available lor the fruudnlent
debtor, a8 to excite a etorm of popular dis-
favor, The latter law was pushed through Con-
areas by questionable menns, The law of 1841

had less than two years' exfstence, a bill for its
repeal having received the President’s sigoature
on March 3, 1843. Daring the period it re-
mnined in operstion it was oaloulated that
some forty thonsand persens nvalled themsaelvea
of ite provisions, who=e sgeregute debts must
have been in the neigbborhood ot two bundred
miltions of dollurs,

Nothwithstanding the fallure of former experi-
ments, it has long been the opinion of the ablest
tinspolers and the most honorable business men
in the United States that a general bankrupt
Inw, falr and lheral in its provisions, and con-
talning striét safeguards against (raud, would
be at once a protection to the honest debior,
aod & adviantage (o the bosiness community,
Congress alone hus power to pass such a law,
which would be binding upon all craditors in
the Unfted States, und all descriptions of debts,
The insolvent laws of a State can tml{ reach its
own citizens, unless creditors from other States
by m'[um.nrlh recotmlmmt the 1nsolvency am
accepting dividends from the estate, put thom-
selves within the pale of thelr operntion. The
close and intimate commerciel relations bet ween
the States render it very desirable that a uniform
5i'utem of laws relatine to bunkroptey, which
all understand, and by which all alike are
hound, should exist; aud it was a wise provi-
sion of the Constitulion which vested the
power to make such laws in the Congress ol
the United States,

In Eovrope bankraptey laws are of a quasi
criminal characler., The proccedings are re-
;iiamed as hostile to the bauskrupt, nder the
“rench law he is arrested and coulned in
prison or put under surveillupee, and alter an
examinstion into his affairs by the Tribunal of
Commerce he cnn be releasel on bail or un-
conditionally, Atter the iwmvestigation Is com-
pleted he can be condemned to imprisonment,
with or without labor, if fraud ls proved
againgl him, The English law has some pecu-
har features, A bankrupt who obtains his cer-
tificate of discharge s sllowed a perceuntage
to a Hmited sum out of the proceeds of hls
eststle when the dividends reach a certuin
amount. When fifteen shillings in the pound
1s realized by his creditors he receives ten- per
cent. on the whole assets toa sum not exceed-
ing six handred pounds, and so in proportion
for a emaller dividend. This affords a bunk-
rupt a small capital with which to _commence
lifc snew. One provision of the English law
would bardly suit the United Simtes. A bank-
rupt 18 not entitled to his discharge it he has
lost & cer{ain amount within the year immedi-
ately preceding his bankruptcy either at gam-
bling or stock jobbing.

It is ohje by some that bankruptey laws
are a proteéction to iraudulent and dishonest
debtors, A good law must always be the re-
verse, Our present system, without any general
law at all, is oppressive only to the unfortunate
and honest debtor, and affords the ne every
facility he can desire to cheut his creditors, It
ls also an incemtive or templation 1o men of
weak and unstable prineiples to become Jdis-
honest, When n person who l# doing business
with ap lotention and wish to establish a good
reputation finds misfortune coming upon him,
he has now no opportunity to redecm himself,
and will, in & large majority of instances, sct to
work to put his property out of the reach of his
creditors, he goes duown, he argues, he can
never get up again, and self-preservation is
the firét law of nature. A fair baokrupt law
would enable him to stop at onee, to puat all his
property in the hands of his creditors, to pay ns
much a8 he could, and to commence again with-
out an inoubus of debt welghing him down.
From dishopesty sud irand no law devised by
bhuman wisdom can entirely protect the creditor.
But & good bankrupt law wounld afford him
more protection thun he at present enjoys, since
it would enable him to take immediate meusures
for his profection wheneverevidence of fntended
traud should make 1tself apparent,

The lack of & uniform baskruptey law de-
prives the community of some ol 8 b2t com-
tklli.'rt'.llll ability and business euterprie, To

El
he has onee been unforiunute, or to compel
him to resore to all manner of tricks and s1b-
terfuges to conceal his property and cover up
his interests, cunuot conduce either to the good
of the creditor or of the State. The honest
debtor, Il he should become a bankrupt, would
never fail to pay up his old obligations ln full
should he subsequently secure the means to do
#0. The dishonest man would never pay a debt
at all if he could avold it.

We have examined with some care the law
which passed the present House at its first ses-
sion_and s now belore the Senate, Its main
provisions appear to be falr and just both to-
wards the creditor and debtor, aud it contaivs
apparemtly stringent safeguards: against fraud
and aishobesty on the perl of & bankrupl, At
thia period of our 1iie as a natlon it s eminently
desirable that some uniform law should be given
to the country, and the subject should clalm the
e¢arly and the serious attention of the Senate.
It is one of the most importaut matters Lthat re-
muains before that body, and should be passed
durmg the existing session, so that Il auy

The report of Mr. Commissioner Wells esta-
blisbes conclusively the abnormal and distorbed
condltion of the industrial interests of the coun-
try. It proves that the prosperity in which we
have exulted has been, alter all, to a great extent

of panic, our position should excite the gravest
anxiety, BSound trade has been impaived by
speculation; and, while lmited c¢lasses have
reuped riob harvests, the greal body of the com.
munity bhave suffered from the change, The
condition of affairs in these respects is too critl-
eal to be endured patiently. And having, by
an einborate investigntion of facts, arrived at an
understnnding of the natore of the disease, Mr,
Wells proceeds to discuss the merits of avallable
remedaies,
For sume of the evils thalt exist legislation
aflords no relief, Au act ol Congress would be
| futile a5 &« mesns of providing more skilled
Inbor, or as a method of counteracting certain
other disturbing elements that have grown
| out of the war, Two remedies arc available,
| however, over which Congress has full control;
one, the adoption of a poliey of steady, per-
sletent contreaction, that the perils of un lrres
deemable paper curreney may be brought te an
end; the other « revision and reduction of the
nationul texation, with a view of relleving in-

No one doubls elther the ability or
the will ot the country to pay every dollar, "But
1t 15 uot A tagk on Which we can ut prosntafford
to enter; while the lessening ol the burden of
taxation is a duty that ought not to be neglected,
uniess we are prepared to see the sources of pur
growth tapped and andermined. We suffer,
not from the amount of (he debt, but from
the amount of tuxation. And onr whole effort
should be disected to the reduction ol the
Iatter, (bal the prosiralion which threatens us
may be averted, and the means of ultimately
redecming the debt may be made more sure,
Mr. Wells, indesd, concedes the general sonnd-
ness of this view. ‘A careful study of the
whole subject ol the national revemues,” he
anys, "‘and an extended fuquiry iuto the Indos-
Lrinl condition of the connlry, has led the Com-
wissioner unbestiatugly 1o the eonclusion that
a 1apid reduction of taxatlon ratbher than a
rapla reduction of the principal of the public
debt is at prezent the tioe palwg of the Govern-
ment, and that the adoption of this course, so
far from protracting the time at which the
patiopal debt can be discharged, will, on the
conirary, greatly accelerate i1.”

principle confessedly sound? The ears of the
groundlings are tickled, no doubt, by tinincial
exhibits which indicate the dimlnulion of Lhe
debt, It would be n glorious circumstance, un-
questionably, were we able to sstonish the world
by paying oil the debt with a speed second only
to that with which it was erented. But the pro-
cesg would be fatal to the gaxpayer. Even now
we endauger the goose that iays the goldon
egge, Industry languishes under the infliction,
Trade is crippled und in jeopardy. And, there
fore, to secure the 1arFest possiole measure of
relief, and to give fult effect to the prin-iple
leid down by AMr, Wells, let the entire amount
ol avuilable surplus be devo'ed to the reduction
of taxsfion, deterring the redemption of the
principal of the debt to the period when tne
country shall have been restored to & normal
oud gettled condition.

cent., He pro . further, the removal of all
direct internal taxes upon certain manufaclures,
ot which bar, plate, and sheet iron, steel, and
salt are the cbiel, These changes, which are
confined 1o internal faxation, would probably
absorb $36,000,000, leaving about twenty mil-
hons available for Tarift reductions,

Mr. Wells’ initial point in this plan of tariil
refoim is that which experience has proved to
be more favorable to mranufacturing industry
than any prohibitory duties that were ever im-
posed. He urges the lowering of duties on raw
materals to the lowest point consistent with the
requirements ol the revenue; and of “placing
upon the free list such raw materials, the pro-
duct mainly ol tropical couniries, as are essen-
tial elements in ereat leading branches of manu-
fucturing mdustry, and do not come in compe-
tition with any domestic products,” This state-
ment of the principle is less broad than it might
have been, It lg, In fact, a restricied applica-
tion of the doctrine which has elsewhere
worked ad\-nnlaueoualf. We must not forget,
however, thuat Mr, Wells has nol felt himself at
liberty to entirely disregard the opinmons of
Congress; and that it may be inexpedient to
rmﬁh the principle to Hts extremie limit until the
ndustry of the country shall have emerged
trom the present transidon stute,

The proposition, qualified as it ls, neccssitates
the digcussion of (he gemeral question of pro-
tection in relation to the agrioulturist, Mr,
Wells maintaios that “lbhere can be no practi-
cnl protection to the Americun sgriculturst,
except 'what be recelves trom the exjstence and
extenslon of American wanulactores"  And us
the interest of the manulngcorer demands the
untaxed adinission ol (the raw materials of his
manufacture, It wllows that the loss entulled
upon our farmers by competition with the raw
products o1 other couniries will be less than the
gain resulting from the extension and pros-
perity of mspufpeturiug lndastey, Wool. flax,
and wheat furnish »Hustrations of the working

An inciease of duties 15 sought In behalf of
special jntereste, while the evils which now
welgh down Industry and commerce are pro-
duced by general cauges, which call for general
treatment, *“The evil is o radical one, coptined
to uo one #ection and to no one interest: the
remedy must, therefore, be also radical,” The
country complning of high prices; but ap in-
crease of customa' duties would foree prices yet
higher. Should the wool growers and the wool
manufacturers obtain the prohibitory duties
they seek, Mr, Wells caleulates that the imme-
diate inerease tn the price of woolletu commo-
dities would be equivalent 1o the additdon of
